p prison m anager. 
The board 
meets once each two months and 
form ulates policies carried out by 
the prison manager. 
The system 
is som ething like our city manager 
form of governm ent or the opera 
tion of a bank under a policy­ 
making board of directors. 
The governor emphasized his 
belief that some changes should 
be made in the system and not in 
the form of m anagement. 
The 
reform needed, according to the 
expressed belief of the governor, 
is a consolidation of the properties 
of the prison system and the con­ 
struction of a modern penitentiary, 
with due regard for all the eco­ 
nomic and sociological questions 
that are involved in the operation 
of all penal systems. 
The gover­ 
nor said he believed the goal should 
be a self supporting system, op­ 
erated under conditions most con­ 
ducive to the reform ation of the 
prisoners.
